CABINET CONSULTATION.

Wasuineton, D. C., Jan. 11—The Cabinet 
held a special meeting to-day for the considera- 
tion of Louisiana affairs. It bad been expected 
that a special message of the President would 
be transmitted to Congress this afternoon, but 
another day has been found necessary for 
the completion of the message and prep- 
paration of the accompanying documents. 
The message will doubtless be sent im 
to-morrow. The sensational reports of dissen- 
sions in the Cabinet are without substantial 
foundation. It is well known that there are aif- 
ferences of opinion between members of the 
Cabinet as to certain features of the affair at 
New Orleaus, but thus far there is 
not such a want of harmony as to fren- 
der a change in the Cabinet necessary or 
probable. The exaggerated reports of the ex- 
istence of great differences of opinion are the 
resuli either of excitement or of partisanship. 
Secretaries Fish, Bristow, and Postmaster-Gen- 
eral Jewell do not eutirely approve of the use of 
the military, or of the recommendations of Gen. 
Sheridan, but inasmuch as the administration 
does not intend to adopt Sheridan's objectiona- 
ble recommendations, there is po probability of 
any resignations on account of them.

IN CONCRESS. 
SEXATOR SCHURZ ON THE LOUISIANA QUESTION. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribwne, 
Wasarretor, D. O., Jan. 11.—The galleries 
of the Senate Chamber were crowded to-day be- 
fore the Senate met, as it had been announced 
that Mr. Schurz wes to speak on the Louisiana 
question. The morning hour was enlivened by 
a brisk sparring debate on resolution calling 
for a report by Maj. Merrill, and it was half-past 
1 before the Senator from Missouri rose to 
speak. His remarks were eloquent. and he had 
the attention of the Senate and of the immense 
audience. Reared as an opponent of Prussian 
military despotism, he bag a natural antipathy 
for the use of the bayonet. even to 
uphold the supremacy of the laws, and a regard 


for revolutionists which time has not obliter- 


ated. He spoke in his characteristic manner, 
which firmness, rapidity, and disdain’ for honey-~ 
ed words, an occasiona! dash of sarcasm and in- 
tensity that fastened upon the attention of his 
hearefs, and held it until he had finished. He 
reviewed Gen. Sheridan's acta with severity, 
and denounced the introduction of armed men 
into the Louisiana Legislature. In his opinion, 
there is peace and good feeling in the now 
Conservative States of Virginia, North Caro- 
lina, ‘apd Georgia. The colored man who 
votes the Republican ticket there is 
in po more danger from White-Leaguers or Ku 
Klux than the colored man who votes the Demo- 
cratie ticket is from the Republiean colored 
man.

CHICAGO AND NEW YORK ON THE OUTRAGE 
BUSINESS. 

The discussion of the Louisiana emeute has 
brought out one prominent fact relative to the 
journalism of the two representative Northern 
cities, Chicago and New York. The latter 
press, claiming for itself a metropolitan and 
cosmopolitan character and everything outside 
of New York as “‘ provincial,” has now shown 
itself to be merely a shallow-pated, partisan 
press, conductél in the interests of virulent 
Bourbonism; and, true to the proverbial 
aharacter of the Bourbon, never learns any- 
thing. In contradistinction to the course of 


the superficial New York press, the Chicago | 


press has comprehended and recognized the 
gravity of the situation in Louisiana, and 
treated it in a calm, moderate, and reasonable 
manner, and in consonance with facts, so far 
as facts have become known. This is 
true of every paper in Chicago, — IAI 
Trrsuxe, Times, Inter-Ocean, and Staats- 
Zeitung, of the moming papers, and the 
Journal, Post, and Neue Freie-Presee, 
of the evening. None of these papers 
entirely agree in their views of political 
questions, and yet all of them have discussed 
the Louisiana question upon a basis of facts, 
have endeavored to arrive at some reasonable 
and logical view of the situation, and to sug- 
gest some practical remedy, and in this way 
have kept the public pulse cool and steady. 
On the other hand, the New York papers 
have not waited for facts or recognized facts 
at all, but have united in one general how! of 
rage and malignity against the President, 
who has as yet neither acted nor spoken in 
Foremost among 
them in malicious rancor is the paper which 
Horace Grentzy founded, and which, dur- 
ing his lifetime, did yeoman service for lib- 
erty and Unionism.

Even poor 
old Mr. Bryant, turning his 90th year, and 
arrived at an age when he should bein the 
enjoyment of that serene philosophy which 
grows out of a life lived in the higher realms 
of poetry, is dragged away from his Homeric 
labors, and allows himself to trail his poet's 
robes through the political mire. Oan any- 
thing be more pitiable than this speotacle of 
the Bard of Thanatopsis dropping his lyre, 
which has just sounded the epic strains of 
Hon, to turn the Democratic hand-organ 
for the edification of the blind and misled 
populace? Even the New York Tunes has 
not stood up bifore the storm, as it 
should have done, but bows its head 
and pathetically weeps. And this is the 
style in which the great metropolitan and 
cosmopolitan papers of New York treat the 
most important question before the country ! 
The Burlington Courier and Squashville 
Pathot are dignified compared with them. 
Have we arrived at that epoch of Republic- 
anism when honesty gives place to hate;

The frightful heat on 
the plains in summer and the fearful storms 
on the mountains in winter will lay an almost 
perpetual embargo on the transport of per- 
ishable through freight. And there will be 
little through freight to transport.

The products of the Pacifie Slope will 
still seek a market at San Francisco, instead 
of San Diego, in Southern California, the ter- 
minus of the Tom Soorr line, because North- 
ern California, Oregon, and Nevada, which 
form the producing section of the slope, lie 
much nearer San Francisco than San Diego. 
The markets of Asia will not be put in com- 
munication with the laiter port, because the 
véssels which bring silk and tea will go where 
they can reload for the return voyage,—to 
wit.: to San Francisco. There will thus be 
no way anfl no through freight. The 
roads for which the people will have 
paid 6460, 000,000, principal and inter- 
est, will consist of four rusty, unused 
threads of iron spanning a desert for nine- 
tenths of the distance. St. Louis has a Pa- 
cific road of her own,—the Kansas Pacific. 
She has access to extensive regiong now 
with the aid of this, the narrow-gauge roads 
from Denver, and the roads connecting with 
Texas. A train once a day to and froma 
desert could do her little good. The Union 
Pacific is as much a Southern as it is a North- 
ern road, It is central. What the South 
needs is not an air-line route to the Pacific 
across the arid wastes, but the improvement 
and perfection of the routes it already has to 
the Atlantic and to the North. Two or thoes 
first-class steamship lines between its sea- 
board and Europe would be of more advan- 
tage to it than a dozen railroads across those 
almost uninhabitable parched deserts of the 
western interior of the continent.

A HINT IN MUNICIPAL REFORM. 

Some time age a Commission of five men 
was appointed to prepare a new charter for 
the municipality of Boston, Its most promi- 
nent member was Judge B. R. Ourris, who 
was perhaps the ablest constitutional lawyer 
in the country. Before his death, last Sep- 
tember, the main provisions of the charter 
were all decided upon, so that the instrument 
bears the weighty impress of his hand 
throughout. The charterhas to be submitted 
to the City Council, which will probably re- 
ject it, since it curtails the power of the 
Council and sadly interferes with ring rule in 
general. It can then, however, be presented 
to the Législature. I ratified by that body 
and by the popular vote, it will become a law, 


despite the Council. It is full of hints for 
Chicago reformers, and we therefore sketch 
its scope with some detail. 

The executive and legislative functions are 
sharply divided, and the formeris centered 
in the Mayor. His term of office is fixed at 
three years, and he is to receive an bhonor- 


able and adequate” salary, which must 2 


be changed during his term. He has the veto 
power, appoints, with the approval of the 
Council, all heads of Departments and mem- 
bers of Commissions, except some of the 

School Board, and has entire control of the 

police. It will be seen that his duties and 
responsigility are greatly magnified. The 
legislative branch is to consist of two Houses, 

—twelve Aldermen, chosen for three years, 

one-third of them annually, and forty-eight 
Councilmen, chosen for two years, haif of 
them annually. It is expressly provided that 
no Alderman or Councillor shall discharge 
any executive function or spend any of the 
public money. The executive Departments 
are many,—altogether too many. There 
are fifteen of them. Fourteen are under the 
charge of Commissions of from three to five 
members, The remaining one, the Public 

School Board, consists of six members ap- 
pointed by the Mayor and a committee of 

forty-eight, elected by the people, two from 

each ward. This machinery seems altogether 
too cumbrous. Government by Commissions 
or Boards is am outgrowth of late years, and 
has served as a cover for the most stupendous

The system of govern- 
ment by Boards is largely due to the costly 
passion for multiplying offices which can be 
used as political bribes, and to the fact that 
it furniahes such a safe cloak for corruption,

THE ‘COUP ETAT” SYSTEM. - 

Our correspondent at New Orleans,

MISCELLANEOUS. 
STEEL RAILS. 

One important result of the many costly im- 
provements made by the leading railw@y com- 
panies within tne past two years is, that broken 
rails are now comparatively rare. Before that 
time they were so common on all Western roads, 
during the severe season, as to render traveling 
extremely hazardous. One Chicago company 
two winters ago had over 100 broken rails 
during a single cold snap. They ita 
bored under the disadvantage of having 
to operate with worn-out iron rails. The fact 
was, the iron rails turned out were so inferior in 
quality that the larger companies could not af- 
ford te continpe making renewal with iron. 
Economy obliged them to invest largely in steel, 
and itis safe to assume that already their sub- 
sequent immunity from accidents caused by 
broken rails has more than compensated them 
for the additional expemse of procuring steel. 
So evident is the saving that, despite the 
stringency in money matters, the railway com- 
panies have arranged for extensive deliveries of 
steei-rail next spring and summer. Same West- 
ern companies p laying over 10,000 tons 
of steel next season. It is quite probable that, 
by next fall, the three lines branching from this 
city to Omaha will be entirely laid with steel as 
far west as the Mi ippi. 

Great progress has recently been made in steel 
manufacture. There is now practically no choice 
between the steel rails made in Europe and the 
Eastern States and at our Western nile. The 
only fear on the part of the railroad men is, 
that the manufacturers, having learned how to 
turn out a splendid quality of steel, will soon 
allow it to deteriorate, as they did in the case of 
iron rails; for it is well known that the iron 
rolled out a dozen years ago was far more 
durable than the present ordinary staff.
